Application for a enarter from the 


.state of Florida has been made by 
the Rio Vista Hotel company and 
the legal notice of such application 
is now being published in this news- 
paper. 
This is the second definite 


step toward the building of the pro- 
posed new hotel in this city, and 
from present indications the actual 
-work of construction will begin soon 
after the charter has been received. 


Much interest in the proposed new 


hotel is being shown by the business 
men and citizens of New Smyrna, as 
•well as the winter visitors who are 
interested in the growth and general 
welfare of the city and community. 
Stock In the new company is being 
taken by local people who believe 
that the erection of a first class ho- 
tel will nil a long felt want in this 
community. 


No definite plans for the proposed 


new building have been adopted by 
the 
directors of the company, but 


tHe general plans for the building 
<all for it to be three stories high, 
•of 
semi-fireproof 
construction and 


containing C5 rooms. 
It will be 


built on the river front, at the cor- 
ner of Fifth street and Palm avenue, 
with the grounds running through to 
Magnolia street and taking In the 
whole block on the west Hide of Mag- 
nolia street. 
The ground on which 


the hotel building will be located will 
take in 300 feet of the south part of 
the block between the river and Mag- 
nolia street, immediately north of 
Fifth street. 
This ground will be 


laid out In a small park surrounding 
the hotel building, which will face 
the river. 
On the block west of 


Magnolia street between Fourth and 
Fifth streets will be located tennis 
courts, 
croquet 
grounds, 
putting 


golf grounds and such other amuse- 
ment grounds as will be called for by 
guests of the hotel. 
On this block 


will also be erected such bungalows

HAD BEEN IN WATER 


FOB NINETEEN PAYS 


. FINAL CHAPTER SURROUNDING 


LIFE OF YOUNG MAN DROWNED 


AT INLET WHILE PLACING A 


BUOY. 


The body of William Wheldon, who 


was drowned at the inlet February 
19 while placing a government buoy 
In company with Cabot Wright, was 
found on the beach Wednesday even- 
ing and brought over to the city. 
It was prepared for Interment and 
taken to Orange City yesterday by 
his father, who came here as soon 
as he received word the body had 
been found. 


The body was found by Ed Brown 


and 
Don 
Douglas 
below 
where 


Brown's trail comes to the beach, 
about three miles south of the At- 
lantic hotel. 
It was first seen as 


an object floating in the water some 
distance out from the beach, and 
gradually coming to shore with the 
tide. 


As the tide rose the body con- 


tinued to come nearer the beach and 
was finally washed ashore at high 
tide about 7 o'clock In the evening. 


The body was In a state of good 


preservation, considering It had been

nineteen days,

MODEL TYPESETTING MACHINE

from this time on that the best possible equipment 
will be necessary to keep pace with the growing city 
and give the people a newspaper capable of growing 
and expanding with the city, the News has just pur- 
chased and installed one of the latest and fastest 
models of tyesetting machines made by the Mer- 
genthalpr Linotype company. 
This machine is a 


Model K multiple magazine linotype which carries 


four fju-os of type and is capable of quick changing from one style of type 
and length of line to another. 
It is the same kind of typesetting machine 


used on many of the largest newspapers in the country in setting the type 
for the papers, as it is claimed to be the fastest model of machine made for 
this purpose. 


Since the New Smyrna News was established in June, 1913, the type tor 


the paper has been continuously set on a Junior model Mergenthaler lino- 
type, and this machine has given good service. 
But continuous growth of 


the business since that time has brought on the necessity for a faster and 
more versatile tyypesetting machine and the new linotype has been installed 
to meet this demand. 
The new machine was erected last week by Machin- 


ist L. M. Cowgill from the Mergenthaler linotype factory and is now doing 
daily service in the News office.

G. W. BROWN CONFIRMED 


AS NEW POSTMASTER. 


G. W. Brown, who was recently 


nominated by President Wilson to, be 
postmaster of New Smyrna, has been 
confirmed by the senate, and has re- 
ceived official notification of his ap- 
pointment from the postoflice depart- 
ment.

City Is Historic. 


I have been visiting the ruins here- 


abouts again and am impressed anew 
with the great interest attaching to 
them. Without a doubt the remains 
of the very nVst buildings erected on 
this continent are right here at New 
Smyrna. 
It Is known that there was 


a mission here and also a fort some 
years before the settlement of St. 
Augustine, which most persons think 
was the first settlement in America. 
The French expedition under John 
Ribaut in 1665 made its first stop on 
the coast of Florida at Mosquito in- 
and found living there a Spaniard 
who had been shipwrecked upon this 
coast twenty years before. 
Owing 


to the great jealousy between the 
French and Spanish I suppose this 
Spaniard did not tell 
the French 


about the fort and mission over hero 
on the mainland. 
If he had regal- 


ed the fact, the destruction of the 
settlement would have been attempt- 
ed, for religious teal was the passion 
uppermost on both sides at that time.

PARALYSIS HASTENS DEATH OP 


HENRY MOELLER, WHO 'HAS 


LIVED HERE OVER QUARTER 


OF CENTURY. 


In the death of Henry Moeller, 


which came Sunday evening at 8:40> 
o'clock, New Smyrna has lost an- 
other of her highly respected citi- 
zens. 
Mr. Moeller had been a resi- 


dent of New Smyrna for more than a 
quarter of a century and was one of 
the best known residents of this com- 
munity. 


Mr. Moeller had been in ill health 


for a number of years, having suf- 
fered a stroke of paralysis some time 
ago. 
Recently he suffered another 


stroke, affecting his throat, and this, 
combined with pneumonia, caused his 
death. 
The end came peacefully 


and he was surrounded by his rel- 
atives and friends at the last. 


He was born in Germany March 


18, 1S42, and lacked a few days of 
being 75 years of age. 
He came to 


the United States with his family in 
the early 
nineties, 
stopping 
for 


short times in North Carolina and 
Virginia before coming to Jackson- 
ville and New Smyrna. 
For many 


years he followed his trade of car-

penter in this city. 


He is survived by his widow, two 


daughters, Mrs. H. L. Lowd and Mrs- 
R. J. McCarthy, and one son. Albert 
Moeller. 


The funeral services were held

Cresson, and interment was made in

In a word 
every chance of error I* reduced to a 
minimum.

Another Tale of tha Sea. 


Captain Hughes of the Itritlsh steam 


er Woodlleld. which made a game 
three hours' fight against a German 
gulimurlna in the Mediterranean ecu 
before it finally surrendered with eight 
killed and fourteen wounded, has told 
the story of his tight. 


The Woodfleld was voyaging from 


Avounioutli to tlie Levant under scaled 
orders. She carried an army service 
corps lx»sHles her crew and a govern- 
ment cargo 
The steamer was sunk 


forty miles east of Gibraltar. 


Submarina Finds Rang*. 


"About T In tbe morning." said the 


captain, who was himself wounded In 
the fight, "a German submarine ap- 
peared, powerfully armed and uot 
showing any numlier. 
She opened 


fire. 
Her first shot fell short. 
Her 


second went over us. Then she found 
the range, and a succession of shells 
struck us. Our gun was manned, but 
It was entirely outranged, and the sub- 
marine kept clear, although If she had 
come nearer we could have sunk her. 


"This fight continued for three hours, 


tbe submarine all the time keeping out 
of range, while we tried to make Gi- 
braltar. 
We found it Impossible to 


maintain full speed, as the Arab fire- 
men quit the stokehold and rushed to 
tbe decks, adding to the difficulties. 


"After three hours i realized tbat es- 


cape was hopeless. 
Already eight 


were killed and fourteen wounded, sev- 
en of the dead and eight of the in- 
jured being soldiers. 
Once In the 


struggle, too. tbe British ensign bad 
been shot away. 
It was quickly re- 


placed by the sailors. 


"When I found that the shells had 


made a number of bad holes In the 
ship and she was sinking fast I order- 
ed the boats to be lowered. All the 
survivors got away In four boats, wltb 
the exception of two gunners and my- 
self. 
We left the Woodfleld last on a 


small raft 
Finding that this would 


not support us and one gunner being 
badly wounded, I jumped off to swim 
to one of tbe lifeboats. It was then 
for tbe first time tbat I felt my wounds. 


Pirates Captura Survivors. 


"Once we got away the submarine 


rapidly closed In on the Woodfleld and 
torpedoed and sank her. She went 
down about 10 In the morning. Pour- 
teen hours later the captain and third 
mate'* boats reached Tenon (the Island 
of Penon de la Oomcra, off the Moroc- 
can roast). Another boat reached Al- 
hucemas, and the other, containing 
nine soldiers and three sailors, was 
captured by Moorish pirates. 


"The sailors escaped on a French 


fishing host and reached Ornn. 
The 


sentries there were much surprised to 
hear them say 'Pnrlei-vom,' which 
was the only French they knew. The 
soldiers were ransomed later at f 1,000 
each. Others of the crew were Intern- 
ed at Malax* and escaped bjr stowls* 
away In the steamer Rutland."

The census bureau estimates that 


on an average one in eight of all the 
babies born In the United States die 
before they are twelve months old. 
But this average does not tell the 
whole story, for more babies die in 
some districts than in others and 
such an average may mean that in 
some groups one in three of all the 
babies die and in others only one in 
twenty-nve. 


The children's bureau in the course 


of its intensive study of infant mor- 
tality in selected American commun- 
ities has found within one commun- 
ity an infant death rate varying in 
the different wards from one baby in 
twenty to one in four., 
t In the light of such facts Baby 
week may well assume a new impor- 
tance in our eyes. Baby week aims 
to show the community what it owes 
to all Jts Infant citizens in the way 
of -suitable living conditions, and to 
show all the mothers of the country 
that there is a science of baby care. 


The modern movement for saving 


babies' lives Is of recent origin in all 
countries. France took the lead fifty 
years ago in organizing community 
work for infant welfare with, first, 
a society for instructing mothers and 
encouraging maternal nursing, and, 
ten years after, another society pro- 
viding special care tjr the expectant 
mother. 
The infant welfare station 


was a later development for which 
France again deserves the credit. 


Dr. Emmet Holt has spoken of the 


Infant welfare station established by 
Bndln in Paris in 1892 and the milk 
depot established two years later by 
Dufour as "really marking the begin- 
ning of the modern movement for the 
reduction of infant mortality. 
They 


have .spread all over the civilized 
world and have proved to be, when 
properly conducted, one of the mos 
effective agencies, if not the most ef 
fective agency, known for the reduc 
tlon of infant mortality."

After being sought from one end of 


the country to the other, Jim Butler, 
a resident of Daytona, is now In jail 
in Miami on the charge of murdering 
A. A. Boggs, a prominent lawyer of 
that city, and Miss Marjorie Boggs, In 
November, 1914, and Chas. Mayberry, 
also of Daytona who Is charged with 
being an accomplice of Butler la the 
crime, occupies another cell in the 
Miami Jail. 


Sheriff Hardie posed through Day- 


tona Saturday night at 5:10 o'clock 
with Butler in his custody. He wired 
ahead to Deputy Sheriff T. O. Hilton 
to arrest Mayberry and meet the train 
with him. 
Mr. Milton followed In- 


structions, and took Mayberry Into 
custody. When the train stopped at 
Daytona, Mayberry was tuned over 
to Sheriff Hardie, and the trio pro- 
ceeded to Miami, both prisoners being 
heavily ironed. 


The crime for which the two men 


were arrested was one of the most 
heinous in the history of Dade county, 
and was prompted by the motive of 
robbery. According to the confession 
of Mayberry, the two went to the 
country home of Mr. Boggs for the 
purpose of robbing It Butler entered, 
while Mayberry remained on guard 
outside. Mr. Boggs, who was home 
alone, heard Butler while he was in 
the act of robbing the house, and the 
lawyer was struck down and murdered 
In cold blood. As Butler was making 
his escape Miss Marjorie Boggs, the 
cnly daughter, came into the house 
on her return from a dance, and she 
too, was murdered. Butler then set 
the place on fire to cover up the crime, 
so Ma/berry says. 


Butler was captured In Virginia. 
Mayberry made a confession to 


Sheriff Smith at DeLand, while in jail 
on a forgery charge, and since that 
time the country has been searched 
for Butler. He was located several 
times but each time made his escape. 
Butler's wife is now in Miami, but 
made her home in Daytona until a 
short time ago. Since her husband 
has been the object of the country- 
vide search, Mrs. Butler has given 
birth to a son.

captain, who was himself wounded In 
the fight, "a German submarine ap- 
peared, powerfully armed aud not 
showing any numlier. 
She opened 


fire. 
Her first shot fell short.

second went over us. Then she found 
the range, and a succession of shells 
struck us. Our gun was manned, but 
It was entirely outranged, and the sub- 
marine kept clear, although if she had 
come nearer we could have sunk her. 


"This fight continued for three hours, 


tbe submarine all the time keeping out 
of range, while we tried to make Gi- 
braltar. 
We found It Impossible to 


maintain full speed, as the Arab fire- 
men quit the stokehold and rushed to 
tbe decks, adding to the difficulties. 


"After three hours i realized that es- 


cape was hopeless.

were killed and fourteen wounded, sev- 
en of the dead and eight of the in- 
jured being soldiers.

who have served twenty yeais. $1,500 
for those who have served lifteen jears 
and $1,000 for those who have served 
ten years.

"I can't say how 
many employees will benefit by it, for, 
not knowing that this was to happen, I 
ua\e not looked up the records.

earnest consideration. 


Feature* of the Propoul. 


The chief features of the proposal 


are: 


That each republic own and control 


ail radio stations within its territory. 


That where such ownership and con- 


trol are Impracticable arrangements be 
made by the governments to take over 
and operate SIK-II stations In time of 
emergency. 


That concessions be granted by each 


government fr>r the interchange of com- 
munication, particularly for the trans- 
action of official business and that 
tending to promote commercial rela- 
tions and international exchanges of 
various kinds. 


Details nf the plan were worked out 


by Captain W. II. G. Bullard. superiu 
tendent uf the naval radio service, and 
they follow cjosely the recommenda- 
tions outlined recently by Secretary 
Daniels to ilu> delegate? attending the 
pau-Americun scientific congress. 


The proposals to go forward to the 


other republics discuss at length tile 
sj'Steni under which the United States 
naval win-less service is operated, sug- 
gesting that the proposed all American 
service be ha.sed upon a like system. 


Nete.ssai.i uri-ungvments for estab- 


lishment of the service would involve 
systematizing of ail radio machinery 
and adoption by the various countries 
of the same or similar methods of op- 
eration. 


First Step* Are Informal. 


In trnnsiiuiting the proposal to the 


governments of South and Central 
America the state department will act 
wholly In an Informal capacity. 


Negotiations of a formal character 


may follow, nnd it is proposed that as 
a step in that direction a conference 
be held, at which delegates represent- 
ing the various countries would be 
brought together for general discus 
sion of the project. 


There was a virtually unanimous 


sentiment in favor of the proposition 
when It flrst was suggested by Secre- 
tary Daniels, and all officials expect 
that it will be approved by a majority 
of the South and Central American 
governments. 


Both navy and army officials In 


Washington attach great importance 
to the plan, declaring it would add ma 
terially to the value of communication 
facilities at the disposal of this gov- 
ernment in time of war and would knit 
the nationa of the three Americas eld- 
er together against any common foe 
which might threaten their integrity 
as guaranteed by the Monroe doctrine 


Other officials have advocated the 


proposal In the belief that It would 
also contribute largely to the promo- 
tion of trade between the American re 
publics.

City Is Historic. 


I have been visiting the ruins here-

a mission here and also a fort some 
years before the settlement of St. 
Augustine, which most persons think 
was the first settlement In America. 
The French expedition under John 
Ribaut in 1665 made its first stop on 
the coast of Florida at Mosquito in- 
and found living there a Spaniard 
who had been shipwrecked upon this 
coast twenty years before. 
Owing 


to the great jealousy between the 
French and Spanish I suppose this 
Spaniard did not tell 
the French 


about the fort and mission over hero 
on the mainland.

ed the fact, the destruction of the 
settlement would have been attempt- 
ed, for religious teal was the passion 
uppermost on both sides at that time.

make the required written request

piration of the thirty days, will have 
no right to adopt a deferred payment 
plan *nd will then be required to pay 
cart.

CONTINUES NARRATIVE OF THE 


EARLY SETTLEMENTS AND IN- 


DUSTRIES IN 
AND AROUND 


NEW SMYRNA. 


By Grace Julian Clarke. 


NEW SMYRNA, Fla., March 2 


Reminders of the Turnbnll regime In 
New Smyrna still,exist in the Turn< 
bull canals, by which the lands west 
were drained for Indigo culture, and 
in certain old wells and indigo vats 


Just how cruel were the persecu- 


tions and hardships endured by the 
foreigners, many of them educated 
and 
cultured 
persons, 
It Is said, 


whom 
Dr. Turnbul! 
brought over 


here, it is perhaps impossible to find 
out at this late date, although many 
rumors survive that are not calcu- 
lated to make one feel very kindly 
toward the old Scotchman. 


After the abandonment of Indigo 


culture this place was deserted for 
almost s generation, but in 1803 
there came from Philadelphia an- 
other w,ould-be colonist In the person 
of George Murray, with his young 
wife. 
Danger of Indian massacre, 


however, drove them back at the end 
of two years 
In 1834 came Cruger 


and DePeyster, one a West Indian 
sugar planter and the other a New 
York merchant They carried on the 
culture of sugar cane extensively, 
and thriftily, though wantonly, con- 
verted the old mission into a sugar 
mill 
The next year George Mur- 


ray's daughter 
and her 
husband, 


John Sheldon, came, occupying the 
home of Cruger and DePeyster dur- 
ing their absence In the north This 
was on the shell mound, known as 
the site of Turnbull's castle. What 
was not known at that time, nor un- 
til after the Civil war, was that this 
was really the site of the old Span- 
lib fort, the ruins of which have 
since been unearthed, and show the 
fort to have been similar in design to 
that at St. Augustine. 
The house 


where the Sheldons resided 
was 


burned by tbe Indians the night of 
Dec 24, 1838, the family being wan- 
ed Just In time to escape. * Every 
house In the town was burned snd 
tor six years tbe place was again de- 
serted, there being no settlement on 
the coast south of St. Augustine The 
Sheldons were among the few colon- 
ists who did return, In the early Mr- 
ties rebuilding their home on the 
shell mound, which stood until des- 
troyed by a Federal gunboat during 
the Civil war. Mrs Sheldon was a 
widow of only a few weeks at that 
time and had some thrilling exper- 
iences, displaying real heroism and 
character 
There should be a mark- 


er at this spot and another at Shry- 
ock's dock, where a number of Union 
soldiers were shot from ambush at 
some time during the Civil war 


So much for the New Smyrna of a 


past era 
U is now a quiet Tillage, 


with no suggestion of tragedy to mar 
its aspect. But it Is vastly more in- 
teresting because ot the many unus- 
ual circumstances of its history, and 
in walking its streets one can readily 
summon scene* both gay snd fear- 
some tram the long ago

wonnd, 2,200 acres ot Everglade* 
tend in Palm/Beach county will be 
thrown open to the Semlnole Indians 
who have already inspected the land 
and signified their willingness to set- 
tle on it and cultivate it. A party 
of Seminoles accompanied by Indisnt 
Commissioner L. R. Spencer went 
over the land last week and Mr. 
Spencer announces that just as Boom 
as the details can be arranged five, 
camps of Indians will settle on th« 
new land 
It will probably be the 


first of July before the move can be 
made, says the Miami Metropolis. 


"Last week I met four Seminoles 


at Stuart and we went out into the 
•Glades to inspect the land," said 
Mr Spencer 
"On the way we picked 


up other Indians at different camps. 
The Semlnoles have 55 pieces 
ot 


land of 40 acres each In the north- 
ern part of Palm Beach county, and 
It Is the land that we looked at. 
with a view of having the Indians set- 
tle there,. 
We are getting ready to 


open this land up 
As soon as we 


can get the lands alotted five camps 
of Indians will settle and start farm- 
ing there."

up the Indian lands in Palm Beach, 
county Is the increased settling of 
white farmers 
In the Okeechobee

The Indians who will settle 


on the new land are the Okeecobee 
Semlnoles.

tion, the Indians move out.

Have had the Okeechobee country te> 
themselves for a long time, but now 
that the whites are settling there fen 
numbers the Indians are anxious te 
move to the wild country where they 
can live by themselves 
The .gov- 


ernment has also given over 23.04S 
acres of land in Lee county to the 
Indians, but this land ha* never I 
settled because the Big Cypress i 
Inoles have thousands of acres to 
themselves 


'As soon as the Tamlami Trail to 


built this Lee county land wilt no 
doubt be opened for the Indians.** 
said Mr Spencer 
"The Tamiaml 


Trail will bring lots of white farmers 
Into that section and as a conse- 
quence the Indian will want 
to 


move " 


When the Seminoles. move on the 


new land In Palm Beach county the 
government will endeavor to have 
them change their system ot farm- 
ing, which is ,the same one the 
tribes hare followed out tor many 
yean 
The five camps will be op- 


erated under government supervis- 
ion. 
As soon as these five have 


raised one crop other Indians wilt 
no doubt move in, but a number oC 
them are waiting to see what their 
tribesmen 
can do under the new 


conditions. A Mil before congress at 
the present time carries an appro- 
priation for the Indian work snd It 
will be necessary to wait tor the 
passage of this Mil so that fund* are 
available before the settlement work 
can be Undertaken.
